He arrived at the NDOC from Washoe County on March 3,
2020 and was transferred to SCC where he was serving 72-180 Months for DUI (3).

Pinuelas-Duran is 5 feet 11 inches tall, 165 pounds with brown eyes and black hair. He is
Hispanic, and has scars on his left hand, thumb, and forearm.
